Held In Jail 
Not undone, the pair were seen go­ 
ing to another machine in the group, 
taking from it a crank and endeavor­ 
ing to start the stalled engine.

tory, was notified of the actions of the 
nail*, and he arrested Monroe and Can­ 
forde, lodging them in the county jail, 
with charges of attempted 
larceny 
against them. 
Inasmuch as neither Canforde or 
Monroe could show ownership papers 
or license cards to the car in which 
they drove into Gettysburg, police at 
Cleveland have been asked to notify 
local authorities if the machine was 
stolen there.

car after the pair had tried to steal 
it 
w a s stolen by Monroe and Cran- 
forde from a machine in front of the 
Gettysburg High 
School building.

erty of John Black, Straban township, 
i high school student. 
The cap has 
not yet been recovered.
